Turting now to the details of the Bud- 
yet, we note for.the first time that all 
junior clerks now’come under the definite 
heading of. ‘t Sunior Clerical «Service.”” 
Whilst appreciating the explanation that 
this has ‘been done fur the sake of 
economy in time and labour, we are. not 
fully satisfied that it isnot preferable 


to dehit -these salaries to the various 
departinents concerned, that’ we mny 
arrive at definite knowledge, of the cost 
of running cach department. 


TRADE STATISTICS. 


We note that o substantial saving, 
estimated at $44,000, ig to “he made by 
the abandonment of the Statistical De- 
partment “of the Imports & « Exports 
Office, and I have been" asked to"make 
representations that this would ‘be a: very 
retrogressive step, and that it sbould be 
avoided if at all possible. . Personally 
speaking, I cannot imagine why this 
particular department has. proved-’ 80 
‘expensive to run hitherto, and possibly 
upon reconsidering the matter, it may be 
found tunt it can’ still be. carried on 
though at a far lower cost. 

POLICE FORCE. - 

We snost cordially endorse your high 
appreciation’ of the zealous services of 
the.
